Lacefield's body was found in a room 
which did not contain a bed. How- 


, «vcr no arrests have been made. 


Dr. J. H, Weaver, Hempstead coro- 


ner, examned the body but withheld 
his verdict pending further investiga- 
tion. Death, however, resulted from 
burns, he indicated.

- Origin of the fire was not determin- 
ed as the house was completely burn- 
ed. Fire Chief James Embree said the 
death was the first resulting inside 
a burning house in at least 17 years.

Hitler Recalls 
Generals for 
Spring Thrust 


Russians, However, 
Continue Bloody 
Counter Attacks 
on Nazis 


By the Associated Press 
Climaxing three months of bloody 


retreat Adolf Hitler has abandoned his 
lone wolf role in guiding the destiny 
in Germans arms it was reported 
Thursday and has called back his 
generals to help plan the Nazi spring 
offensive. 


Berlin correspondent of the Basel 


(Switzerland) national Zeitung said 
Hitler had summoned nearly all the 
German officers including field Mar- 
shall Walther von Brauchitsch who 
was ousted or resigned after the drive 
against Moscow failed last Decem- 
ber. 


The national Zeitung correspondent 


said the Nazis spring offensive might 
be expected soon with the Fuehrer 
and his generals now mapping strategy 
at a series of staff conferences.

:,- The announcement that for the first 
.time in Empire history a dominion 
statesman is to become a member of 
the home government and intrusted 
with a vital post was made by Prime 
Minister Churchill in the House of 
Commons and won prompt Welcome. 


Churchill gave no explanation for 


the surprising move, a recognition of 
Australia's own critical role in the 
war, but sections of the British press 
expressed alarm over Australia's re- 
cent tendency to carry her troubles 
to Washington rather than to Lon- 
don. 


The spokesman said Casey would 


conclude his affairs at Washington in- 
cluding conferences with recently ar- 
rived Australian representatives, then 
come to London before going to Cairo 


There his job will be one of co- 


ordinating all the Middle East War 
:efforts aside from actual military op- 
erations.

U.S. to Pay 
Premiums Through 
AAA Program 


The cotton farmer will be well paid 


this i year if he responds to Uncle 
Sam's call for increased staple lengths 
and better grades, according to E. N. 
Martindale, chairman of the Hemp- 
stead County Triple-A committee. 


The Department of Agriculture is 


offering special premiums for in- 
creases in both grade and staple. An 
example of how the new price prem- 
iums will operate can be seen by 
comparing the value of two bales of 
strict middling, one of 1-1/lG-inch 
and the other 1-3/16. The latter bale 
will be worth $39 more on loan than 
the bale of shorter staple. 
But if 


the bale of 1-3/16 staple is only of 
strict low middling quality, it will be 
worth only ?17 more than the bale of 
I'-l/lG strict middling.

That general formula applies any- 


where, but the mood and tempo of the 
performance changes with the locale, i 
Crosby told how different sections of 
the country prefer different styles in 
music. "Take Boston," he said, "and! 
all New, England, for that matter— 
•they really go for the gullyllow stuff. 
It's amazing. I like to think that they 
want to hear it and study it more' 
than dance to it. 


"New York likes it hot or sweet, but 


cno thing it won't take is trick-hat 
business. "Trick hat'? oh, that's a word 
for a novelty band."

rheyre spread thickly—the thicker 
the better-in the path of a threaten- 
ed tank advance.

armored vehicle sets them off. 


The Germans are using a large 


mine, intended to destroy the lank 
and kill its crew. The U. S. and other 
nations favor a smaller "biscuit" 
designed to break tank treds and stop 
it, so it's a pot-shot for anti-tank 
gunners. 


Advantage of the smaller mine is 


that more can be carried by field 
transport facilities, and threatened 
areas can be more thickly "planted."

If 
a tank jockey takes the bait and drives 
over apparently undisturbed ground 
nearby, it's boomps-a-daisy and wire 
his folks.

Peanuts may either be planted a- 


fter the soil has been thoroughly 
warmed up in the spring. Usually 
shelled peanuts give best results when 
planted in late April and early May. 
Unshelled peanuts may be planted 
several days earlier; however yealds 
are usually much higher where hand- 
shelled peanuts arc used than where 
unshelled peanuts are used. 


The best depths for planting, as 


revealed by research done by the 
University of Aarkansas College of 
Agriculture, are about 1% to 2 inches 
in light sandy soils and 1 to 1% in- 
ches deep in heavy soils. The best 
spacing is about 4 inches apart in rows 
24 inches wide, which will require 
about 50 to 60 pounds of shelled pea- 
nuts per acre.

Shakeup Gives Air Force New Prestige 


WASHINGTON - The War Depart-® 


ment reorganization that became ef- 
fective this week has been hailed gen- 
erally as a great step forward in stream 
lining the Army for actual war and 
eliminating a lot of the red tape that 
traditionally has characterized Army 
procedure in times of peace. 


Reduction of the general staff from 


500 officers to 98 is typical of the 
way in which authority has been cen- 
tralized. This does not mean that the 
other 402 officers will be packed out 
of Washington and sent to duty with 
troops. Far from it. There will still 
be the thousands of officers and tens 
of thousands of civilians on duty at 
the headquarters of what today is the 
country's biggest business, with the 
country's biggest office force. 


But the W. D. organization at the 


top has been simplified and Chief of 
Staff Gen. George C. Marshall has 
been reliveed o a tremendous load of 
administrative detail, 
the new Service of 


transferred to 
Supply under 


Maj. 
Gen. Brehon B. Smervell. By 


that step, General Marshall will be 
permitted to concentrate his energies 
and abilities on strategy and war 
plans. 


From the general public's point of 


view, most interest in the reorganiza- 
tion centers on the position of the 
Air Corps, for the subjects of unified 
Army-Navy air command and crea- 
tion of a separate secretary for air with 
cabinet rank equal to the secretaries 
of War and Navy have been debated 
in congress and across the country 
with more fervor than any other phase 
of the defense program. Much of this 
debate has been based on misinforma- 
tion, fuzzy thinking or pure hunch. 
Back of it all, however, has been 
a suspicion that the old-line Army 
officers belittled or were envious of 
Lhe grwoing importance of air power 
in modern war and were therefore 
conspiring to keep military aviation 
from coming into its own. 


Air Corps Gets Place n the War 
Secretary of War Stimson states that 


one of the primary purposes of this 
.atest War Department reorganization 
las been to give the Air Corps its 
prpoer place in this air war. Steps to- 
ward this objective have been gra- 
dual and several in number, largely 
the result of the expansion of the

Under old pre-war organization, the 


Air Corps was just another branch 
of the Army,'rating equally with in- 
fantry, cavalry, field artillery 
and 


the rest. Last June, the organization 
of "Army Air Forces" was announc- 
ed. Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, who 
had been deputy chief of staff for air 
since October, 1940, became chief of 
the Army air forces as well, and as 
such, reported directly to the secre- 
tary of war. The Army air forces 
were given their own procurement, 
maintenance and similar organizations' 
and functions, and their own general 
staff, with an A-l, A-2, A-3, and A-4 
corresponding to the G-l for person- 
nel, G-2 for intelligence, G-3 for oper- 
ations and G-4 for supply, sections of 
the general staff for the ground forces. 
The Army air force thus became auto- 
nomous within the War Department 
organization, an Army with the Army. 


This latest reorganization carries 


this autonomy still further, but whe- 
ther it is carried far enough to. suit 
the civilians clamoring for a separate 
air force—incorporating the Navy air 
arm and independent of both Army 
and Navy—is still a question for the 
debating societies to wrangle about. 


EST Divlsia In Paries Trcs 
Under the new reorganization, the 


Army, like Caesar's Gaul, is divided 
into three parts—air, ground and sup- 
ply. Air ranks equal with all the rest 
of the ground forces put 
together, 


but the head of the air forces reports 
now to the chief of staff instead o to 
the secretary y war. Some of the air- 
men might be inclined to wonder what 
would happen to them if the chief 
of staff were a ground officer who did 
not appreciate the power of the air 
force. 


'Similarly, on the new general staff 


of 98 officers, half are to be from the 
air orce, hal from the ground. The 
question here is whether an air or a 
ground oficer is at hte head of each 
of the general staff sections on person- 
nel, intelligence, operations and sup- 
ply. In the war plans division of the 
general staff, about a third of the 60 
officers detailed will be from the 
air force. The same question arises 
here as on the general staff proper. It 
is the general staff and the war plans 
division which advise the chief of 
staff who, in final analysis, is the com- 
mander of the Army who makes the 
decisions as to how the war is fought. 
It is the makeup of this general staff 
as a whole which will-determine how 
effectively the air force is used. 


These points are made here not in 


any effort to deprecate the reorganiza- 
tion plan nor to indicate that there 
is any grat feud between air and 
ground commands. The War Depart- 
ment as at present constituted is un- 
questionably air conscious, from Sec- 
retary Stimson, Assistant Secretary for 
Air Robert A. Lovett, Generla Mar- 
Khall, Lieut. Gen. McNair, the ground 
commander, and of course Lieut. Gen. 
Arnold, the air forces commander. 


The air force is now becoming the 


biggest thing in the Army and the 
most important. But some of the sup- 
er-charged, overenthusiastic airmen 
won't be satifsied till they're running 
the whole show.
